POMPEII. 

A great ard rich town, which, after Jving 
eighteen centuries in a deepgrave, is again shone 
on by the sun, and stauds amidst other cities as 
much a stranger as any one of its former inhab- 
itants would he among his descendants of the pre- 
sent day — such ;t town has not its equal in the 
world. 

The distance from Naples to Pompeii is lit- 
tle more than ten English miles. Near the 
Toire del Anminziata, to the left, and amid the 
hills planted with vineyards, the town itself, 
which throwing oil' its shroud of ashes came 
forth from its grave, breaks nn the view. The 
buildings are without roofs, which are supposed 
to have been destroyed by enemies in an un- 
guarded state, or turn off by a hurricane. The 
tracks of the wheels anciently rolled over the 
pavement are still visible. An elevated path 
runs by the side of the houses, for foot passe n 
gets; and to enable them in rainy weather to pass 
Sfior* commodiously to the opposite side, large 
flat stones, three ofwh-ch take up the width of 
the road, were laid at a distance from each oth- 
er. As the carriages in order to avoid these 
stones, were obliged to use the intennedi de spa 
ces, the tracks of the wheels are there most visi- 
ble. The whole of the pavement is in good con- 
dition: it consists merely of considerable pie- 
ces of lava, which, however, are not cut. as at 
present into squares, and may have been on that 
account the more durable. 

" The part which was first cleared, is supposed 
1 1 have been the main street of Pompeii, but 
this is much to be doubted, as (he bouses on both 
sides, with the exception of a le.v, were evident- 
ly the habitations of common citizens, and were 
imall an'd provided with booths. The street 
itself likewise is narrow: two carriages only 
could go abreast: and it is very uncertain whe 
ther it ran through the whole f the town; tor, 
from the spot where the moderns discontinued 
digging, to that w re they recommenced, and 
wliere the same s'.eet is supposed to have been 
again found, a wi te tract is covered wiih vine- 
yards, which may very well occupy the places 
of the most splendid streets and markets still con- 
cealed underneath. 

Among the objects which attracts particular 
attention, is a booth ia which liquors were sold, 
and Jhe marble table within which bears the 
marks ol the cups leit. by the drinkers. Nest 
to this is a h ntse the threshold of w hich is in 
laid t5v a salutation of black stone, as a token of 
hospbality. On entering the habitations, the 
visitor is struck by the strangeness of their con- 
struction. 

The middle ofthe house firms a square, some- 
thing he the cross passages of a cloister. of;en 
surrounded by pillars; it is cleanly, and paved 
with pat ty coloured Mosaic, w hich has an agree- 
able eitecl. In the middle is a cooling well; 
and on each side a little chamber, about ten or 
twelve feet square, hut lofty, and painted w ith a 
fine red, or yellow. The floor is of mosaic, and 

the door is made generally to serve as a w indow, 
there being hut one apartment which receives 
light through a thick blue glass. Many of these 
rooms are supposed to hav e been bedchambers,' 
because there is an plevated broad step, on which 
the bed may have stood, and because some of the 
pictures appear most appropriate to a sleeping 
room. Others are supposed to have hee dress’ 
ing rooms on this account, that on the walls a 
Venus is described decorated by the Graces, ad- 
ded to which, little flasks and boxes of various 



j still invite inhabitants within its walls 
jry extensive, stands against a hill, and has many! 
stories. Its finely decorated rooms are unusual - 1 
ly spacious; and it has airy terraces, from which 
you look down into a pretty garden, fvhich has J 
been now agaiu planted with flowers. In the 
middle ortnis garden is a large fish pond, and i 
near that an ascent from which, on two sides, six 
pillars descend. The hinder pillars are the 
highest, the middle somewhat lower, and the , 
Iront the lowest: they appear therefore, rather 
to have propped a sloping roof, than to have j 
been destined for an arbour. A covered passage, 
resting on pillars, incloses the garden on three 1 
sides; it was painted, and probably served in rai ' 
nv weather as an agreeable walk. Beneath is a 
tine arched cellar, which receives air and light 
by several openings from without; consequeutly 
its atmosphere is pure, that in the hottest part of 
summer it is always refreshing. A number of 

amphorae, or large wine vessells. are to be seen 
here, still leaning against the wall, as the butler 
left them when he earned up the last goblet of 
wine for his master. Had the inhabitants of 
Pompeii presen ed these vessels with stoppers, 
w ine might still have been found inVliem; but as 
it was. the stream of ashes running in. of course 
/breed out Hip wine. More than twenty human 
skeletons of fugitives, who thought to save them- 
selves here under ground, but who experienced 
a tenfold more cruel death than those suffered 
who were in the open air, were found in this 
cellar. 

1 he destiny of the Pompeians must have been 
dreadful. It was not a stream of tire that en- 
compassed their abodes, t hey could then have 
sought refuge inflight. Neither did an earth 
quake swalldw them up; sudden sufi.wation 
would then ha\ e spared them the pangs of a 
lingering deal. h A rain of ashes buried them a- 
live by decrees! We will copy the delineation 
ot I’liny : — “A darkness suddenly overspend the 
country; not like the darkness of. a moonless 
night; but like that of a closed room, which w 
of a sudden extinguished. Women screamed, 
childreh moaned, men cried Here children 
are anxiously calling their parents; and there, 
jrarents were seeking their children, or hus- 
i bands their w ives; all recognised each other onh 
jby their cries. The former lamented their own 
i fate, and the latter that of those #.ircst to them 
|Maiiy wished. for death from the fear ofdving. 
i Many called on the gods for assistance. Others 
despaired ofthe existence ofthe gods, and thought 
this the last eternal night of the world Actual 
■dangers were magnified by unreal terrors. The 
earth continued to shake, anil men half distract- 
ed, to reel about, exaggerating their own fears, 
and those ot others by terrifying predictin' b ” 

Such is the frightful but true picture which 
i liny gives us of the. horrors of those w howere, 
however, far from the extremity of their misery 
But what must have been the feelings oftiie 
Pompeians, when the roaring of the mountain, 
and the quaaing of the ea‘rth, awaked them from 
-their first sleep? They also attempted tocscape 
the wrath ol the gods; and, siezing the m»rl vnl 
uable things they could lay their hands upon in 
Ithe darkness and confusion, to -i-elc theirsafety 
in bight. In this street, and in front of the house 
in raked with the friendly salutation on its thresh 
hold, seven skeletons were found: the first car- 
ried a lamp, and the rest had still between the 
bones of their tinkers something they wished 
to save. On a sudden they were overtaken bv 
the storm which descended from heaven, and 
buried in the grave thus made for them Before

(this manner their destiny was less dreadful, see- 
Jing that death suddenly converted them into mo- 
tionless statues, and thus was stripped of all the 
j horrors with which the fears of the sufferers had 
clothed him in imagination. But what then 
must have been the pitiable condition of those 
j w ho had taken refuge in the buildings and cel 
jlars? Buried in the thickest darkness, they 
vv“re secluded from everything but lingering 
jtorments; grid who can paint to himself without 
I shuddering, a slow dissolution- approaching, a 
mid all.the agonies of body and mind? The soul

ger ol these apartments served for dining rooms, 
and in some are to be met vyith suitable accom- 
modations for cold and hot baths. 

The manner in which a whole room was heat- 
ed, is particularly curious. Against the usual 
wall a second was erected, standing a little dis- 
tance from the first. For this purpose largt> 
square tiles were taken, hav lag like our tiles a 
Burt of hook, so that they kept the first wall as 
it were oft' from them; a hollow space was thus 
left all around, from the top to the bottom, into 
which pipes were introduced, that carried the 
warmth into the chamber, and a? it were ren- 
dered the whole place one stove. The ancients 
were also attentive to avoid the vapour or smell 
from their lamps In some houses, there is a 
niche made in the wall for the lamp, with a little 
chimney in th- form of a tunnel through which 
the smoke ascended. Opposite the house door 
the largest room is placed: It is properly a sort 

of hall, for it has only three walls, being quite 
open in the forepart. The side rooms have no 
connection with each other, hut are divided off 
like the cells of monks, the door of each leading 
to a fountain. 

Most of the houses consist of one such square 
-Surrounded by rooms. In a few, some decayed 
steps seem to have led to an uppersfory, which 
is no longer in existence. home habitations, 
however, probably belonged to the richer and 
more fashionable, are far more spacious. In 
these a first court is often connected with a se- 
cond, and even with a third, by passages: in 
other respects their arrangements tire pretty 
similar to those above described. 

Many garlands ol flowers and vine branch- 
es, and many ’handsome pictures, are still to be 
seen on the walis. The guides were formerly 
permitted to sprinkle these pictures with fresn 
water, in t le presence of travellers, and thus re- 
vive their former splendour for a Moment: but 
this is now strictly forbidden; and, indeed, not 
without reason, since the frequent watering 
might at lengt-i tola.l v rot away the wall. 

One ofthe ban vos belonged to a statuary, whdse 
workshop is suit full of the vestiges oi' his art.

Gundy and Brown’s treat) in Us20, lriYe- 
lation to boundary. The Kentuckians attempted 
to survey, but were prevented by intimidating 
threats on the part of the people of Jackson, and 
retired; but subsequently the surveyor rcturend 
accompanied by twelve or fifteen armed men, and 
proceeded to run out some of the laiVJs entered 
in the Kentucky Office. Having accomplished tho 
work of a day without oppusiuou, in tie evening 
the party fired off their pieces and gave at ear hoop.

“On this very night, and the morning of the loth; 
the negroes ruse on nearly all the estates in the vi-i 
ctnily. Fortunately tl ose who first rebelled did 
not pass though Mr. G. B’« plantation, which gave 
him and family an opportunity tu escape to a stone 
In ms sViuit a nvile distant, where ten or fifteen 
whites I. ad collected to make a stand. His own ne- 1 
groes. with the exception ofseven, remained quiet. 

I he seven joined Ihe revolters. T he monsters in 
human shape; bed been at work, dealing death to 
every while person they could find, for the whoie 
night — anil the light of the building* they had set 
on fire spread tbe first alarm. 

•‘By 7 o’clock, the whites came from every di- 
rection to tnr spot whore the negroes had assem- 
bled. This was a lootneut of life or death. They 
fo'jght with desperation on both sides. But the 
negroes not well understanding the use offire arms.; 
did but little axe utiou. At the tavern where the! 
fust stand was made by tbe wbiteV, (13 only) they; 
kept at hay 70 or 80 negroes, until a reinforcement 
of whites came from below, who fought with such 
spirit that in one hour more than half the negroes 
were slain, and the balance dispersed pursued by 
the whites, giving uo quarter. 

“Seeing tins check so effectual, Ihe other ne 
jrocs in that quarter remained quiet. What their 
real disposition is, God only kliows. The country I 
is now quiet. I came in last night cuinj^lelelv worn 
mt with fatigue. Many ladles have taken refuge] 
in town. ' Fourteen white persons have been slat* 
— among whom is Mr. Samuel Bartlett, of Haver- 
fill, Mats Hearing a noise, he took bis goo and 
was going to tbe St . Anna estate to know the cause; 
— bn w as met by tbe negroes when about 20 rods 
from the house, and was inhumanly murdered. We 

•tried him on Ihe following day. One entire fami- 
'y ( Arnfitage s) is among the slain. Wlnie the 
while men were engaged, the women nod children 
were lieeing, or coucealing themselves. M r. Web- 
ster and family, and Mr. Raney are safe.
